Phosphorus. : 
‘Despite the fact that. science has. 
been puzzling over the problem for 
ny years—experimenting aud ana- 
lyzing and dissecting—the glowworm's 

We knew 
De abe little more about its mysterious 
lamp—physiologic lights the experts

| Combination Self.Rocking Baby Ham- 
mock and Swing. 

The combination self rocking safety 
cradle and swing shown berewith con- 
| Sists of,a round body of “sailor's ham- 
mock" netting stretched between cir- 
cular wooden ends in afi adjustable 
manner, ‘This arrangement permits 
the tightening of the netting or.its re- 
moval for washing when necessary or 
desired. The circylar ends are con- 
nected with the hanging rods by swiv- 
els in the center, so that the hammock 
or cradle always maintains an even 
plane when occupied. 

The hanging rods are rigidly con- 
nected with a steel shaft at the top, 
which is moved or rocked by a clock 
spring motor by means of a crank, pit- 
man rod and lever.

A 
ratchet will enable the hoisting horse 
to draw the load toward the mast at 
any point. The derrick without this 
attachment is just as useful for most 
work. Brace poles must be firmly bolt- 
ed to the mast, as shown in the illus- 
tration, to stiffen and relieve it of all 
strain. ae ' 

A one inch pure manila rope is re- 
‘quired, and it should run the length

horse or pair will accomplish rapid 
and easy transfers of heavy loads. 


TRAIN DISPATCHING. _ 


System Had Its Beginning on the Erie 
Railroad in 1850, 

In 1850 a‘traid on the Erie railroad, 
on board of which there happened to 
be an official of the road, arrived at 
its scheduled meeting point and was 
obliged to await the train from the 
opposite direction. As time passed 
and the other train did pot appear the 
official, becoming impatient at the loug 
delay, went to the telegraph office and 
wired the next station, asking if the 
expectéd train had passed. On receiv- 
ing an answer that it bad not he wired 
the a to stop the train and 
have it it until the arrival of' the 
traip ou which be was riding. 

He then requested the engineer to 
take the train to the next station, but 
‘found that he objected because it was 

irregular and be had no faith in the 
| telegraph, Not until the official bad 
commanded the engineer to start bis 
train was the movement made. Upon 
arrivigg at the next station ft was 
| found that the other train had nor yet 
appeared. The telegraph was again 
employed, and the train moved up an- 
| other station, 

This demonstration of the saving in 
time which could be effected by using. 
the telegraph led to the system of dis. 
' patehing trains*whieb has existed on- 
challenged until the present time.-Obl- 
cago Tribune.
